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PROTEST ON LADS’MAGS 


SUPERMARKET INTRODUCES SAFEGUARDING GUIDELINES AT SHOPS 


The UK’s leading supermarket 
chain said it would take ac¬ 
tion on the sale of “lads’ mags” 
after a growing campaign 
against the publications. 

Agroup of protesters gathered 
outside the Tesco store in Ab- 
ington Street, Northampton, 
on Saturday to protest against 
the sale of the magazines. 

The event, which was one 
of dozens of protests in other 
towns and cities across the 
UK, organised by UK Femini- 
sta and Object, aimed to stop 
the supermarket chain from 
stocking magazines such as 
Zoo, Nuts and Front which 
the group claims “fuel atti¬ 
tudes underpinning violence 
against women”. 

Jessy Hawkins, organiser 
of the Northampton protest, 
said: “Lads’ mags portray 
women as sexual objects. 
There is evidence that they af¬ 
fect girl’s self-esteem and they 
confirm that it’s okay for men 
to treat women as objects. 


“We want Tesco to stop sell¬ 
ing these magazines. They are 
the biggest UK retailer and 
they have ethical and legal re¬ 
sponsibilities to uphold which 
they are not at the moment.” 

The campaign also ar¬ 
gued that the display of the 
magazines in supermarkets 
breached equality legislation 
and could constitute sexual 
harassment or sex discrimi¬ 
nation under the Equality Act 
2010 . 

A spokesman from Tesco 
said: “We’ve had conversa¬ 
tions with our customers and 
we’re putting new measures in 
place based on what they have 
told us they want. 

“We have secured agree¬ 
ment from the publishers of 
Zoo, Nuts and Front that their 
magazine covers will be more 
modest and the publishers of 
Bizarre will now supply the 
magazine in a bag. 

“We are restricting the sale 
of these magazines to people 

over the age of 18.” A group of protesters gathered outside Tesco in Abington Street, Northampton on Saturday, to voice concerns about the sale of certain magazine titles

A footbridge at Northampton 
Railway Station has been re¬ 
moved as part of the ongoing 
redevelopment of the site. 

A 750-tonne crane was used to 
remove the footbridge on Sun¬ 
day and it will be replaced by a 
wider version which will con¬ 
nect directly to the main sta¬ 
tion building. 

Construction of the new 
£20 million railway station 
officially began last week. 

Chris Garden, director 
of regeneration at the West 
Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC), 
said: “The old footbridge was 
out of date and at capacity dur¬ 
ing peak times of travel. Its 
removal marks an important 
stage in the construction pro¬ 
gramme, as we make way for a 
much-improved crossing. 

“The new footbridge will be 
emblematic of the overall sta¬ 
tion development, providing 
more space and a better travel 


experience” 

To minimise disruption, 
the removal of the footbridge 
was scheduled so that it coin¬ 
cided with wider, planned en¬ 
gineering works on the West 
Coast Main Line. No trains 
were running through the sta¬ 
tion on Sunday to allow for the 
work to be completed. 

Bus replacement services 


were operating for passengers 
travelling on the line between 
Northampton and London 
Euston during the day. 

The new 2,500 sq metre 
railway station is due to open 
in autumn 2014 and will in¬ 
clude larger shops and a cafe. 

Longer-term phases ofthe 
development potentially in¬ 
clude a new multi-storey car 


park and a 28,000 sqm com¬ 
mercial development. 

John Markham, chairman 
of WNDC, said: “After years of 
planning, design and securing 
resources, seeing work start 
on the station is a special mo¬ 
ment for the town. 

“The scheme is at the fore¬ 
front of Northampton’s regen¬ 
eration.”

Residents upset at 
post office closure 


People living near a post office 
in Northampton say they are 
“gutted” at its closure after 50 
years of serving customers. 

Semilong Post Office is set to 
close on September 25, due to 
the retirement of the subpost¬ 
master, leaving staff hoping a 
buyer will still come forward 
to save the business. 

Post office manager, 
Suresh Shah, said: “We have 
been expecting this for some 
time because there’s not 
enough business, but we’re 
gutted. 

“If we could put up the 
money for the business our¬ 
selves we would, not just for 
us, but for the community be¬ 
cause it’s a community build¬ 
ing.” 


Staff at the post office, 
some of who have worked 
there for almost 25 years, 
would be made redundant. 

Jan Sanson, manager at 
Bubbles, a nearby laundrette 
in Semilong Road, said: “Eve¬ 
rybody around here is devas¬ 
tated about it. 

“It’s been around such a 
long time and it’s a shame to 
see it go. 

“Now people will have 
to travel into town or King- 
sthorpe and not all elderly 
people can do that, especially 
if they haven’t got a vehicle.” 

Semilong resident Diane 
Bradley said: “I’m a pension¬ 
er and I collect my money from 
the post office. 

“I usually take out what I 
need because I feel vulnera¬ 


ble walking around with it in 
my pocket. 

“I am lucky that I can make 
the trip into town because 
there are plenty who can’t.” 

Councillor Sarah Uldall 
( LibDem, St George), said she 
received a letter from the Post 
Office Ltd stating the closure 
was “temporary” and that they 
were investigating the options 
available to enable them to re¬ 
instate a service into the com¬ 
munity. 

She said: “I would like to 
see an entrepreneur come 
along and buy it because it’s a 
special part of the community 
and has been a landmark for a 
long time. 

“I’d like to see it saved be¬ 
cause, if it goes, it would be re¬ 
ally missed.”

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The Mercury and Chronicle 
& Echo newspapers are due 
to move into new offices in 
Northampton town centre 
next month. 

After more than 30 years at 
its current base in Upper 
Mounts, the Mercury, and 
its sister paper, the Chron, 
is moving about 200 metres 
away to a new base in Victoria 
Street. 

The move is expected to be 
completed by mid-September 
and work has already start¬ 
ed to move the archives and 
other furniture into the new 
building. 

Editor David Summers 
said: “The Upper Mounts 
building has served the Chron 
well over the years but it is 
showing its age a bit and the 
new office at Albert House 
provides a considerably more 
modern working environ¬ 
ment. 

“It was very important for 
us to stay in the town centre 
and at the heart of our com¬ 
munity. 


“We remain within sight 
of the courts and in walking 
distance of the borough and 
county council offices, which 
is important for maintaining 
our comprehensive coverage.” 

As with the Chron’s exist¬ 
ing building, the new one will 
have a customer reception 
where people can call in to 
speak to reporters, place ad¬ 
verts, buy the newspaper or 
copies of photographs. 

Staff will work across four 
floors. 

Northampton South MP 
Brian Binley said: “For two 


centuries the Chronicle & 
Echo has been a vital part of 
our town. 

“I shall be sad to see them 
move from their building in 
Upper Mounts, but it’s become 
tired. 

“However, I am delighted 
they will be staying in the town 
centre serving businesses as it 
always has, serving the read¬ 
ers as it always has and serv¬ 
ing the town as it always has. 

“Let’s hope the Chron con¬ 
tinues and reaches the end 
of its third century serving 
Northampton.”

CO GR 2013 
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Parents say thanks 
with life-saving gift

The parents of a toddler who 
survived three heart attacks 
and a stroke are planning to 
raise £40,000 to help pay 
for life-saving equipment for 
the hospital where she was 
treated. 

Iain and Denise Page, of 
Spinney Hill, had to endure 
a “nightmare” four weeks in 
July after their 13-month old 
daughter Willow struggled to 
fight off a virus which affected 
the function of her heart. 

Willow was taken into 
Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital on June 27 and was ad¬ 
mitted on to the children’s 
ward with a suspected chest 
infection. 

Within the next few hours 
Willow’s condition rapidly de- 
teriorated to the extent she 
was given emergency CPR af¬ 
ter her heart stopped three 
times, including one occa¬ 
sion which lasted four and a 
half minutes. 

Willow was transferred 
to the Glenfield Hospital in 


Leicester and her parents 
were told that her heart was 
functioning at less than a 
quarter of the expected rate. 

Specialist heart consult¬ 
ants decided to put Willow on 
an ECMO machine, which acts 
as an artificial lung and heart 
to oxygenate the blood outside 
the body and allows a patient’s 
heart to rest and recover. 

Doctors told Mr and Mrs 
Page that Willow may require 
a heart transplant but they 
would wait to see if her heart 
showed any improvement 
while she was on the ECMO 
machine. 

After 12 days on the ECMO 
machine, Willow’s heart be¬ 
gan to show signs of improve¬ 
ment and she was moved to a 
ward in the hospital. 

But just 45 minutes later, 
Willow started violently fit¬ 
ting and she was sedated and 
put back on a ventilator. 

Willow continued to suffer 
fits for the next 48 hours and 
Iain and Denise were told that 
she had suffered a bleed on the 


brain and it was unclear what 
affect this may have. 

During the next few days, 
Willow’s condition gradually 
improved and she was finally 
able to go home at the end of 
July. 

Her parents have now 
pledged to raise £40,000 to 
help pay for a new ECMO ma¬ 
chine at Glenfield Hospital. 

Mrs Page said: “We can’t 
praise the care we received at 
Northampton General Hospi¬ 
tal and Glenfield Hospital in 
Leicester enough. 

“The consultants and nurs¬ 
es were all great and I believe 
Willow wouldn’t be here if 
it wasn’t for the nurse in ac¬ 
cident and emergency who 
convinced me to keep her in 
the hospital. 

“The staff at the hospital 
don’t normally have to deal 
with a child that ill. 

“It is every parent’s worst 
nightmare. 

“You do not have any con¬ 
trol over what happens to 
your child and all you can do 


is stand by and watch. 

“We know how lucky we 
are. Willow is now doing fan¬ 
tastically well. 

“We are now going to treas- 
ure every moment we have 
with her.” 

As a surprise for their 


friends and family Mr and 
Mrs Page organised a ‘wel¬ 
come home Willow’ party on 
August 10 and decided to get 
married in the morning before 
the event. 

The event was also attend¬ 
ed by Denise’s father, who sur¬ 


prised his daughter by flying 
over to be at the event. 

The couple have set up a 
charity page called willow- 
smountain.org.uk and are 
planning a number of fund¬ 
raising events including a sky¬ 
dive in September.

A contraceptive clinic in 
Northampton town centre is 
to close and move to a site in¬ 
side the town’s hospital, NHS 
plans have revealed. 

The Northamptonshire 
Healthcare NHS Foundation 
Trust (NHFT) is currently re¬ 
viewing the contraceptive and 
sexual health services that it 
delivers across the county and 
is planning to shut down the 
contraceptive clinic in St Giles 
Street. 

The services offered at 
the town centre clinic will be 
moved to the Genito-Urinary 
Clinic (GUM) at Northampton 
General Hospital. 

As part of the changes to ex¬ 
isting services, opening times 
will also be extended at clin¬ 
ics in Weston Favell, Daventry, 
Corby, Rushden and Welling¬ 
borough. It is proposed that 
some of the clinics will open 
from 7.30am to 7pm and will 
also open on Saturdays. 

Dr Lynn Riddell, con¬ 
sultant and clinical director 
for NHFT integrated sexual 


health services, said: “NHFT 
is seeking to complement the 
contraceptive services that 
their GP colleagues already 
provide. 

“By reducing the current 
duplication and by offering 
integrated services, released 
resources can be better used 
to develop specialist services 
that can currently be difficult 
for patients to access. 


Dawn Wright, director of 
the Lowdown youth counsel¬ 
ling service in Northampton, 
feared the change in location 
of the clinic may lead to less 
people using it. 

She said: “It is a shame, 
even though people can still 
go to the hospital. It will mean 
a number of people might not 
use the service as they might 
not want to go to the hospital.”

The Verso remains refresh¬ 
ingly free of the sort of cheap 
attention-grabbing gimmicks 
many other manufacturers 
resort to to claw in sales. 

There is nothing that will turn 
heads or provoke comment. 

The styling updates are 
well-judged but its shape is 
inherently low-key. So not a 


whole lot has changed then? 
Not really. 

If you’ve driven a Verso, 
you’ll know that this is very 
good news.
